thicty feet into the Creek below. There 
was a rush then by the foreigners to 
rescue those who had fallen. Below 
there were a number of boats moored in 
the Creek, and it was feared that many 
persons had met with serious injury. 
In the excitement, those natives who 
had lanterns ran away with them, so 
that it was no easy task to find the 
fallen people, for although it was moon- 
light, the night was cloudy. Inspectors 
Cameron and Mack found i. 
ally in the water, but wit 
embedded in the mud. They with others 
lifted him out and carried him on to the 
bridge, where he was found to be dead, 
though efforts were made to resuscitate 
him. Two others were found to be badly

Meier made engniti 
Hongkew Police Station aud found that 
the constable had not even considered the 
matter of suficient importance to make a 
report of it, On engniries being instituted 
it was found that the woman who had 
made the disturbance was an American 
prostitute named Nelly Johnson, Yester- 
day she was charged by Mr, Meier at 
the American Consulate with  wulaw- 
fully breaking into his house, and 
fined $15 and costs with the alter 
of a week’s imprisonment, ‘The fine w 
at once paid. We understand that th 
foreign constable has been punished for his 
yross neglect of duty, and we suppose that 
the police will some time or other take up 
the ‘case of the wounded Chinawoman. 
But the strangest part of the whole ocour- 
rence is the strennous endeavour which 
has been made to hush it up, the American 
Vice-Consul himself repeatedly urging Mr. 
Meier to withdraw from action.

They there- 
fore congregated in a body aud went to 
Tung-ka-doo Dock to demand the return 
of those whom they thought had been 
kidnapped, and for whose return they 
loudly ciamoured, On questioning some 
of the people, it was found that they be- 
lieved, or professed to believe, that the men 
had been taken away and sold to the French 
in Tonquin for $50 a piece, that the head- 
mau was to be made Captain, and the others 
soltiers, to fight for the French against the 
Black Flags. “After some trouble the visitors 
were persuaded to return to their homes.

‘The lekin 
office at Mang-hao lovies a tax of four- 
tonths of a tael on each load of 120 catties. 
‘Pho merchants having disposed of the tin 
in Tonquin, carry back in return, by way 
oftheKwangtung province, tobacco, foreign 
goods, medicines, éc., for sale in Yunnan.” 
‘Mount Aso, near Aso-gori, in the pro- 
vince of Hiogo, is, according to the Japan 
Mail, in active eruption. ‘The volcano 
is not of any great height, but is hardly 
ever quiescent. It is situated in a very 
yountainous district, and surrounded by 
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five peaks: Takatake, Ontake, Nekotake, 
Naratake, and Ojotake. According to a 
telegram received from Kumamoto, dated 
tho 19th instant, great volumes of black 
smoke have issued from the crater, and 
there has been a considerable fall of ashes 
and scoris in the neighbouring districts,

‘an important effect in the counties, as it 
will admit agricultural labourers whose 
cottages may now go as part of their wages 
as is the case in Scotland at any rate. It is 
provided, however, that, both in boroughs 
and counties those who come in under the 
service franchise must be the actual 
tants of the qualifying tenement, 
no other person shall be registere 
voter in respect of it. ‘The other property 
franchises in counties remain as at present, 
with the exception of the £50 rental 
franchise introduced into the first Reform 
Bill under what is known as the Chandos 
clause. ‘The Bill applies to the Three King- 
doms, and, as the Times says, no one can 
complain of the measure as being small or

Tris somewhat difficult at the present 
jaucture to form a. very satisfactory 
iden as to the precise meaning and 
probable results of the degradation of 
Prince Kong. Whelher it is comedy 
or tragedy, whether ils siguificauce is 
percenble or warlike, whether it in-

The Ningpo Missionary Association held 
its regular bi-monthly meeting last evening, 
and instead of their usual programme, .of 
listening to an essay on a subject pre-

John, of Hankow, and published by the 
Scotch Bible Society. Atthis meeting, the 
Gospel of Matthew, recently translated by 
‘Mr. John, was apportioned to the several 
members of the Association, and each one 
requested to bring before the body li 
ate of the part assigned to him, wit 
the view of finding out to what extent it 
justified tho claims made for it, of being 
‘an improvement on existing versions aud 
Dotter adapted to the averego of Chinese 
readers, as set forth in the prospectus of the 
publishers. ‘Tho reports of so mauy inde- 
endent critics were listened to with the 
pest interest, aud the meeting altogether 
was ono of the most profitable in the his- 
tory of the Association. As the subject of 
giving the Bible, in a faithful trauslati 
and in an easy style, to the Chinese, 
one that must commend itself to 
friond of the uation, it may not be w:

Their 
opinion was that the book could be more 
easily understood than the old version, 
but that the style was not homogeneous, 
‘Phe terse and rhythmical sentences of the 
n which are retained in the new, 
which are formed after the model of the 
Classics, contrasted sharply with the more 
intelligible but profuse sentences of the 
translator. The waut of homogeneity in 
the style was a feature noticed by nearly 
all the critics, and it was regarded as a 
serious obstacle towards commending it to 
the native scholars. Que of the chief aims 
of the translation is to suit both the 
literary men and the large class of arti- 
zane and others who can understand a 
simple style but not a high one. It is 
confessed by all that to produce a book that 
shall meet this want is almost an impos- 
sible task. Tho scholars point with pride 
to the siyle of Chu Futati, which is both 






































simple and elegant, suited to the artizan 
aud the scholar, and when asked to produce 
something like it, they shake their heads 
and say iso pu lai tz If Mr. John has 
failed in this point, it is only what Chinese

(3) A joint appeal from the Governors 
of Uliasut‘ai and K‘obdo for a continuance

Yin 
‘T4 Kuan, to causo them to follow their old 
course to the sea. His Majesty approved 
of the scheme, and it is the intention of 
the Memorialist to give his personal atten- 
tion to the matter in the spring of 1884 
when he should have hauded over charg. 
of his duties, should he obtain permission 
to do so, ihe work, however, will be 
costly, and cannot possibly be’ defrayed 
out of the twenty per cent. of salt lelin 
collected at the two Barriers of Wu-ho 
and Chéng-yang, which is the fund from 
whioh the cost of previous undertakings of 
the kind has been defrayed. ‘The Memo- 
rialist has accordingly to pray that he may 
be allowed to devote the proceeds of the 
lekin on the Northern Huai salt to this 
object, commencing with the first moon of 
the tenth year of the rei Kuang isi. 
In previous years this collection was allot= 
ted to Nauking, Anhui, and Tsting ki 

the proportion of five-tenths, four- 
teuths, and one-tenth respectively, in aid 
of military expenditure, for which the 
necessity as long siuce disappeared in 
Auhui aud Ts‘ing-kiang.

‘The Cousular Trade Report from Ginsen, 

Corea,.as published in a recent number of 

the Kwampo, says :— The total amount of 

exports from this port for November, :1883, 

was 16,342.40 yen ; of imports, 168,600.38 

yen, giving-an excess of 152,257.98 yen over 

the exports. As trade in’ this country is 
varely carried on in specie, but is mostly the
